RAILROAD FREIGHT DIS- 


•CRIMINATIONS. 


Mr. Mitchell, of New York, intro- 


duced into the Assembly the following 
i mportant bill concerning railroad freight 
discriminations, and it was referred to 
the Judiciary Committee: 


Section 1.—In addition to the cases 


in which a writ of mandamus is now 
authorized by law a writ of mandamus 
may hereafter be granted to compel any 
person or corporation doing business as 
a common carrier to perform his or its 
duty or obligations as such, whether 
the same be those recognized by the 
common law or imposed by statute. 


Sec. 2. Tbe practice in proceedings 


hereby authorized shall conform, so far 
as the same may be consistent with the 
purposes of this act, to those practiced 
in other cases of mandamus, bat the 
writ, under this act, may be granted by 
a justice of the Supreme Court, or by a 
judge of a county court, either in or ont 
of court, and the alternative writ may 
be made returnable before the officer 
granting the same, at such short time 
as may aeeni to him reasonable md prop 
er, having iu view the circumstances 
oi each case. 


Sec. 3. The roturn, if a demurrer, 


must be answered forthwith. ai.d if an 
answer, must be tried forthwith and by 
a jury, unless the parties consent to a 
reference, and a jury may b« specially 
summoned, when necessary, for this 
purpose by the officer to whom the re- 
turn is made. 


Stc. 4. Th'e writ must be directed to 


and served ou and the return niude by 
tht common currier or the officer, age lit 
or employe refusing or neglecting to 
perform this duty or obligation, con- 
cerning which couipluint is made. 


Sec. 3. This act shall talio effect im- 


mediately. 


Mr. Mitchell's bill evidently is drawn 


in conformity to the plan of railroad 
reform in the matter of freight discrim- 
inations which was recently advocated 
by u very able lawyer, Mr. Franklin B. 
Gowen, the President of the Philadel- 
phia and Beading Bailroad Company, 
before thrf Committee on Commerce in 
tho House of Representatives at Wash- 
ington, and the following extracts from 
Mr. Gowen's arguments illustrate its 
intended application: 


" I affirm that no remedy would be so 


certain and so effective as a statute de- 
claring that the writ of mandamus may 
be issued by the courts, ;.t the instance 
of any person aggrieved, to compel the 
instantaneous performance by the com- 
mon carrier of the duty which is im- 
posed upon him at common law. * * * 
The only remedy has been to file a bill 
in equity and to obtain, at the end of 
years of delay, a final injunction, grant- 
ed long after the business of the com- 
plainant has beua destroyed by the very 
acts of injustice for which he sought 
relief. ' * * I submit, with great 
confidence, that the remedy of a writ of 
peremptory mandamus would be certain 
and effective, that no other can be 
found to answer so well, that no railway 
company desiring to do justice need 
fear an application for the writ, and 
that every question of what is and what 
is not an unjust discrimination can 
safely be left to the determination of 
the courts. You can np more legislate 
property on such an -intricate question 
as freight charges than you can frame a 
constitution embracing all the technical 
details required to be applied by legis- 
lation from time to time to suit the 
changing wants of a progressive popula- 
tion. But if you once announce—what 
is the common law—that no common 
carrier shall make any unjust discrimi- 
nation, and then give to the courts the 
power to enforce obedience to tbe law 
by a writ of mundtunm, you vest in the 
proper judicial tribunals, in which it 
ought to be vested, the ability to apply 
a reoiedy which will be short, sharp 
and decisive."

In an article giving an idea bow the 


Bullion tax law works, the Virginia 
Chronicle says: 


During the quarter ending December 


31, 1879, the Siena Nevada mine yield- 
ed bullion worth $79,641 41, The dis- 
bursement* of the company daring the 
game period wevo $214,350 51, which is 
$134,709 10 in excess of the value of 
bullion produced. 
Yet under .the 


bullion-tax law the company has to pay 
city, county and State taxes upon $31,- 
857 56 of its gross proceeds. 


It claims that Spain might take a 


lesson from Nevada in framing laws to 
discourage the development of her re- 
sources, aud acids: 


The senseless persons who clamored 


so loudly against tho modification of 
Nevatlas' 
buliion-tax law would no 


doubt insists that it would bo good pol- 
icy for Spain to change her laws in the 
manner indicated, but as that country 
has had a few thousand years of exper- 
ience to guide it, the arguments of the 
wisa men of tho West would most likely 
be unheeded.

the stockholders of the Sierra Nevada 
mine are called upon to pay an assess- 
ment to pay .tL; '.MX upon their bullion!

Were it :.,.• l.iw now, the Sierra 
Nevada would i...'i to pay exactly the 
same auionn! :;s ".uder the present law. 
The proposed 1 1 i WHS a benefit only to 
the mines tha; v "i! paying large profits 
and did not bi 
1... it those that were cot 


yielding euuu^ii ; > pay expenses, as ap- 
pears ta have u.i!u the case with the 
Sierra Nevada, one particle. In short, 
it was only dcsi^nc'il 10 benefit the Cali- 
fornia and Cou. Virginia, that were then 
yielding immensely, and were obliged 
tc pay on their liet yield, as thoy could 
not show the cost of extracting, trans- 
porting and working their ore up to the 
per cent allowed by the law that might 
be deducted if such showing could be 
made. The object of that law was not to 
foster the mining industry of the State 
by exempting mines that were not 
'paying a profit from the payment of 
any tax whatever, but to allow some of 
the then enormous profits of the Bo- 
nanza kings to escape taxation. The 
truth is, that if the proposed law had 
been in operation for the past two years 
the taxes on the proceeds of the mines 
would have been levied on the same 
amounts as under the present law; and 
it would make no difference, until some 
bonanza was struck that paid immense 
profits, when it would inure to the ad- 
vantage of its fortunate owner, by let- 
ting off from a tax ou a portion of his 
profits. In short that law was for the 
benefit of the rich mine owner, and in 
no manner or shape helped or was in- 
tended to help the mines not yielding 
large: profits. If a sufficient revenue 
can be raised and exempt such mines as 
the Sierra Nevada from taxation it 
ough to be done, for the paramount in- 
dustry of the State should be fostered 
and encouraged; but such meauures as 
the Compromise Bullion-tax Luw was 
neither) a fostering or encouraging 
measure to that interest. 


It will not do to bring up such in- 


stances as this to prove that it was a 
wise and proper measure, and to reflect 
ou the good sense of those who opposed 
it, 


SCIENTIFIC ISITF.IUIHAJVGK. 


His Majesty the Emperor of Brazil 


has created iu Rio Janeiro a Central 
Commission of International Permuta- 
tion. This course has been taken in 
pursuance of a resolution* adopted at 
the International Congresss of Geographi- 
cal Sciences, which assembled at Paris 
in 1875, and which was signed by the 
representatives of, sixteen countries, 
among them the United States. The 
purpose which the resolution contem- 
plates is the organization of central 
offices in every country entering into 
the programme for the purpose of col- 
lecting the chartographical, geographi- 
cal and other puolicfitious printed at 
the State's expense, uud distributing 
them through the (several countries in 
question. The publications and official 
documents which it is chiefly intended 
to interchange are those which relate to 
the knowledge of the globe, and in the 
second 
place those appertaining to 


statistics iu all their varied branches. 
Communications for the Brazilian Cen- 
tral Commission may bo forwarded 
through the medium of the Consul 
General of Brazil in New York.

For the convenience of applicant* 


and agents for the purchase of State 
lands, it has been found necessary to 
adopt the following, in addition to th* 
rules and instructions heretofore adopt- 
ed and published by this department: 


1st. Applications for the purchase of 


University Lands cannot be entertained, 
and will in all canes be refused. 


2d. No application for the purchase 


of nny lauds will bo received until the 
cfnciul plain have been filed in this 
office. 


3d. Cor.trncts for the purchase of 


lands iuu.st be signed by the applicant 
or his 
Ifgslly mitUorizpd attorney, 


whose special power ot attorney, duly 
executed, must b« deposited in this 
office before the contract can be com- 
pleted. 


4*h. A special order from soms Court 


having proper jurisdiction is required 
to nntb.iiize the legal representatives of 
A deceased applicant to enU'r into con- 
tract for the purchase of liuul applied 
for by deceased; such ordor must specif- 
ically describe the land, fiivc the name 
of applicant, the name or names of per- 


ns authori/ed to *iign contracts, and 


ouch order must ba properly attested by 
the Clerk of the Court, und be deposit- 
ed iu this office, before such contract 
can be perfected. A special order of 
the Court in such cases is sufficient. 
So transcript copies of wills, letters 
testamentary or other proof of authority 
are required. 


5th. Iu caso full paymon'. is made on 


the application or contract of nay per- 
»r>u since deceased, nil order of the 
Court having jurisdiction ol the estate 
of deceased, is required, divei-ting to 
whom the j><»tput shall issue. 


6th. Applications to pnruluue Uiid, 


and the money deposited therefor, can- 
not be withdrawn except for such part 
thereof as the State may for any cause 
be unable to convey. In case there are 
tiro or more applicants for the same 
land, all can withdraw except the one 
entitled to purchase. 


7th. The legal representative of a de- 


ceased • applicant entitled to withdraw 
can do so by presenting the. duly attest- 
ed order of any Court having jurisdic- 
tion of the, estate of deceased. 


8th. A deed from the applicant in- 


vests the grantee with the right to make 
full payment and receive the patent (in 
the nume of the applicant) or to with- 
draw^ money deposited in case the sale 
cannot be completed, but does not 
authorize the grantee to enter into con- 
tract. See Rule 3. 


9th. Patents will invariably issue in 


the name of the applicant, except 
in case this Department is leyally noti- 
fied of the death of such applicant; in 
which case patent will inane as provided 
in Rule 5. 


10th. The powers of attorney and 


orders of Court above referred to must 
pecifically state the art and thing to ba 
one by the attorney or person author- 
zed, and accuratnly describe the land 
y legal subdivisions of survey as writ- 
en iu the application.
